CFnce dur laſt to your Lo2dſhip ,. the 
Conditiou of our affaires is not a lit⸗ 

tle changed, foꝛ on Munday laſt, up⸗ 
on notice of Pxtuce Ruperts Marching 
| from Knaresbrough towards us: We re⸗ 
ſolved, and acoꝛdtugly dꝛew out the Ar- 
mies to have met him, and foꝛ that end 
did march that ſame night to Long Mar- 
ſton- Moor, about 4. miles of the welt ſide 
of Vork, but he having notice thereof, did 
paſſe with his Armie at Borrough Bridge, 
and ſo put the River of Ouſe between 
him and us: whereby we were diſena- 
bled to oppoſe his paſſage into Yorke, the 
W2idge we built on the weſt ſide of the 
Towne being ſo weake, that we durſt 
not adventure to tranſpoꝛt our Armies 
upon it: This made us reſolve, the next

the Armies being lo far on their way, as 
the van was within a mile of it, notice 
was ſent to us by our Hoꝛſemen, who 
were upon our Kear, that the Prince his 
Armie, Hozle and Foote, were advanced 
the length of Long Marſton Moore, and 
was ready to fall upon them; Whereup- 
on we recalled the Armie, and dꝛew 
them up on a Cozne⸗Hill, upon the 
South ⸗ſide of the Mooꝛe, in the beſt way 
we could, ſo far as the ſtrattneſfe of the 
fields, and other diſadvantages of the 
place could permit; befoxe both armies 
were in areadineſſett was ſeben a tlocke 
at night, about which Time they ad⸗ 


vanced the one to the other: Whereupoit, 


followed a very hot Encounter, foꝛ the 
ſpace of thee hours, wherof( hy the great 
blefſing and good p2ovidence of God) 
the iſſue was the totall Routing of the 
Enemies armie, the loſſe of all their 
Oꝛdnance, to the Number of 20. Theit 
ammunition aud Baggage, about ioo.
